PARENTS AND GUARDIANS :—Your committee has attended 
to the duties entrusted to him the past year, watching prog- 
ress and regulating defects with all the care possible. Our 
schools, with few exceptions, have been favored with skillful 
and faithful teachers—teachers who have labored with fidelity 
and good success.

If we had fewer teachers 
and larger schools, our money would be more wisely used, 
and our schools raised to a higher grade) One town in this 
state voted the last year. to combine three of their districts 
into one = =There ong teacher dves the work of three former 
ones, and better too. Our town needs to go and do likewise, 
in school districts.
